Defcripition of the City of CORK.—[ With an elegant View.) 


HE origin of every City is mean. 


Venice roie from dirt and fea- 


weed ; the cloud cap’t turrets and the 
fplendid palaces of Rome, afcended on 
the ruins of afew clay huts. . Cork 
need not blufh then, if it fhould be 
found, that fhe is indebted, at leaft 
for her local fituation, to a few fifher- 
men’s cots. - Limerick is. mentioned 
more than once,.in the Icelandic’ Sa- 
ga, but the Northern writers take no 
notice of Cork, till the beginning of 
the eleventh century.. The earlieft 
and moft probable account of the firft 
planting of this town is given by the 
writer of the life of faint Naffau 
(whois reported to have built the ca- 
thedral church of this city.) ‘* Saint 
Naffau,” fays the writer, ‘* was edu-

‘This city is véry 
different at prefent from what it was 
in the reign of Queen Ehizabeth, 
when Camden deferibes it thus: “Tt 
is of an oval fara, inclofed with walls, 
and encompaffed with the channel of 
the river, which alfo croffes it, and 
is not acceffible but by bridges, lying 
along as it were in one direct itreet, 
with a bridge over it. It is @ popu- 
lous little trading town, and much 
reforted to, but fo belet with rebel 
enemies on all fides, pat they are 
obliged to keep conttant Wateh, as it 
the town was continually befieged, 
and dare’ not marry out their daygh- 
ters. into. the country, bat contract 
one with another among therpfelves, 
whereby all the citizens are rélatedin 
fome ‘degree or other.” “Camden 
adds, * that Brife, the religious per~ 
fon, who flourifhed among the Gauls, 
and from whom the Diocefe of Sam- 
brifk in Armorica, commonly called 
Saint Brieu, takes its name, was bred 
and born in this town.” .

~ Ttis only men of fuch defcription 
that could undergo the fatigues and 
perils of a fea lite; and there feems 
a neceflity for being inured to it from 
anearly age. “The mind, by cuftom 
and example, is thus trained to brave 
the fury of the elements, in their dif- 
ferent forms, with a degree of con- 
tempt, at danger and death, that is to 
he met with no where elfe, and which 
has become proverbial. Ixcluded, 


by the employment which they have 
choien, trom ail fociety, but people 
of fimilar difpofitions, the deficien- 


cies of education are not felt, and in- 
formation on general attairs 1s feldom 
courted. Their pride confifts in be- 
ing reputed a thorough bred feaman; 
and they look upon all landmen as be- 
ings of inferior order. ‘This is mark- 
ed, ina fingular manner, by applying 
the language of feamanfhip to every 
tranfaétion of life, and fometimes 
with a pedantic oftentation. Having 
little intercourfe with the world, they 
are-eatily-defrauded, and dupes to the 
deceitiul, wherever. they go; their 
money is lavithed with the moft 
thoughtlefs profufion; fine cloaths 
tor his girl, a filver watch, and filver 
buckles for himfelf, are often the fole 
return for years of labour and hard- 
fhip. When his “officer happens to 
retufe him leave to go on fhore, his 
purle is, fometimes, with the coldeft 
indifference, configned to the deep, 
that it may no longer remind him of 
pleafures he cannot command. With 
minds uncultivated and uninformed, 
they are equally credulous and fuper- 
ititious ; the appearance of the iky, 
the Hight of a bird, the fight.of par+ 
ticular fithes, failing on a certain day 
of the week, with other incidents, 
their heads with omens and dif- 
diets. “The truesbred feaman 1s fel- 
"a proflicate character ; his vices, 
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if he has any, rarely partake of: pre- 
meditated villainy, or turpidude of 
conduct ; but rather originate from 
want of reflection, sm a narrow 
underftanding.» Hence he plays the 
rogue with an awkward grace, 
though the degree of cupning which 
he occafionally practifes towards his 
creditors befpeaks art ;, but from them 
he has learned the way to over-reach ; 
and it ought to be remembered, that 
they have a particular tntere{t in emp- 
tying his pocket as quickly as pofhible ; 
for his bargains with the world are li- 
mited to his landkord and flop-feiler, 
In his. pleafures he is coarfe,in his per+ 
fon flovenly ; he acquires no exper- 
ence trom paft misfortunes, and ig 
heedlefs of futurity.—~ 

Some new traits are engrafted on 
the character, by coming on board 
aman of war, and to be traced to the 
cultom of imprefling them. This is 
apt to beget a fulkinefs of difpofition, 
which is gradually overcome, when 
he recollects that he only refigns his 
own liberty for a feafon, to become 
a champion for that of hys country, 
It, however, often preferves a determi. 
nation to watch every opportunity for 
effecting his efcape; it 1s alfo the 
fource of numerous deceptions, by 
making him aflume difeafes, to be an 
object for invaliding. Hence he em- 
ploys cauftics, to produce ulcers : in- 
flates the urethra, to give the fcrotum 
the appearance of hernia; and drinks 
a decoction of tobacco, to bring on 
emaciation, ficknefs at the ftomach,. 
and quick pulfe, Under trials of this 
nature, there is exercife for both pa- 
tience and difcernment on the part of 
the officer and furgeon ; but there ig 
rarely occafion for punifhment. A 
well-regulated fhip foon reconciles 
all difaftection. ‘This war has been 
fingular for few defersions , and ge- 
neral punifhments have fcarcel 
known m the Channel Fleet. Hig 
real difeafes {pring from caufes pecu~ 
liar to a fea life; laborious duty, 
ghange of climate, and inclement feam 
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fons, bring on premature age, and 
few of them live to bevéry old.’

[In the year 11306, Jt was con- 
umed dy fire’; ‘and in 1163, it was 
luch a ruinous {tate as tobe rebuilt, 
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under the infpeétion of Peter, curate 
of St. Mary Colechurch in London, 
who was celebrated for his know- 
ledge in the {cieace of architecture. 
At length, the continued and heavy 
expence which was necefflary to’ 
maintain and fupport a wooden bridge 
becoming burthenfome to the people, 
who, when the lands appoipriated for 
its maintenance proved inadequate to 
their object, were taxed to fupply 
the deficiencies, it was refolved in the 
year 1176 to build one of ftone, a 
tittle to the weft of the other, and this 
{truéture was completed in the year 
1209. The fame architect was em- 
ployed, who died four years before it 
was finiihed, and was -buried in a 
beautiful chapel, probably of his owg 
conftruction, dedicated to St. Tho 
mas, which ftood onthe ninth pier 
from the north end, and had an en- 
trance from the river, as well as the 
ftreet, by a winding ftarcafe. In 
the middle of it wasa tomb, fuppof- 
ed to-contain the remains of its archi- 
tect. But though fo much art and 
expence were employed in building 
the bridge with ftone, it fuffered ve- 
ry much from a fire in the ftreets at 
each end of it ; fo that from this ace 
cident, and other circumftances, it 
was in fuch a ruinous condition that 
king Edward I. granted a brief to the 
bridge-keeper, to afk and receive the 
benevolence of his fubjeéts through 
the kingdom towards repairing it. 
It wouldbe equally irkfome and un- 
neceffary to enumerate all the cafual- 
ties wich befel London-bridge} -till 
the corporation of London came to 
the refolution,” in 1746, of ‘faking 
down all the houfes, and enlarging 
one or more of its arches, to impFyve 
the navigation beneath it : but zt was 
ten years before this refolution was 
carried into effect. ‘The fpace oc- 
cupied by the piers and fterlings of 
this bridge is confiderably greater than 
that allowed for the paflage of the 
water ; fo that half the breadth of the 
river 
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river is in this place entirely ftopped. 
But inftead of making ‘refarations™, 
‘the whole ought tohave been remov- 
ed, as a very magnificent ftructure 
might have been erected, ata much 
leis expence than has been employed 
in maintaining the prefent nuifance to 
the river, and difgrace of the city. 
The laft alteration coit £100,000, 
and without anfwering its principal 
object, which was to Aiininith its tall 
hve fall of what ?] at the ebhing of 
the tide, and confequently to leffen 
the danger of a paflage which was 
proved a watery grave to fo many 
people. This vaft work appears to 
have been founded on enormous piles 
driven clofely together : on their tops 
were laid long planks, ten inches 
thick, ftrongly bolted ; and on them 
was placed the bafe of the pier, the 
lowermoft {tones of which are bedded 
in pitch, to prevent the water from 
damaging the work: around the 
Whole were the piles which are called 
the fterlings, defigned to ftrengthen 
and preferve the toundation; thefe 
contracted the {pace between the piers 
yafuch a manner, as to occafion, at 
the return of every tide, a fall of 
five feet, or a number of cataracts 
full of danger, and, as they have 
proved, of Teftruction. This ftruc- 
ture has been ityled, by ancient writ- 
ers, the wonder of the world, the 
bridge of the world, and the bridge of 
wonders ; and how well it deferved 
this pompous character will be feen 
fromthe defcription of its form and 
condition, preyious to that alterauon 
to which itowes its prefent appearance.

{elves ; the back part of which, brok 
en by hanging clofets and irregula 
projections, offered a very difguitmy 
object; while many of the building 
overhung the arches, fo as to hide the 
upper part of them, and feemed t 
lean in fueh a manner as to fill he 
beholder with equal amazement and 
horror. In one part of this extradt 
dinary ftructure, there had former} 
been a draw-bridge, which was ue 
ful by way of detence, as well as 0 
admit {hips to the upper part of i 
river, and it was guarded by a OWE 
er.

As 
they were very ferviceable in. cutting 
the hair round Mr. Carter’s wound, 
the chief was informed of the circum- 
ffance, and he immediately called a 
council, confiiting of the elders of 
the community ; when after an 
hour’s debate they withdrew, and 
on the day following thefciflars were 
found. | 

On the 25th of July Mr. Carter’s 
wound was entirely healed, after hav- 
ing had thirteen pieces of the fractur- 
ed fkull taken out. 

They remained in perfect health 
until the 24th of November, when 
Mr. Carter caught a fever, and died 
onthe 1othof December 1793, much 
regretted by his friends Shaw and 
Hafkett, as well as by the natives 
of Zimor land. 

The two furvivors waited in anxi- 
ous expectation for the arrival of the 
annual trading prow from Banda, 
and fhe arrived, to their great. joy, 
on the 12th of March 1794. 

They failed from Ternabor on the 
roth of April, and on the tft of May 
arrived at Banda, where they were 
received with the utmoft hofpitality 
by the governor, who fupplied them 
with every thing neceffary for men 
in their fituation, and procured thein, 
a paffage on board an Indiaman bound 
to Batavia, where they arrived on 


the roth of October 1794.

mins ; the populace being kept aloot 
by a guard from government... In 
this fituation, Llearn from geod» au- 
thority, fhe diftributed among the 
Bramins two thoufand rupees, and 
the jewels with which thecame deco- 
rated ; referving only, as is ufual on 
thefe occafions, a {mall ornament in 
her nofe, called mootee {perhaps from 
a pearlor two on it), anda bracelet 
of plain gold on.each writ. From 
her pofture, | could fee only her 
hands ; which, with the palms join- 
ed, rofe above her head in an attitude 
of invocation. Quitting therefore this 
poft, | removed to an eminence. that 
gave mean opportunity of obferving 
the conftruction of the funeral. pile, 
and commanded the path-way, by 
which . underftood fhe would ap- 
proach it. 

The fpot chofen for its erection 
was about forty paces-from the river, 
and directly fronting the Swuttee. 
When Lcame up, the frame only was 
fixed : it confifted of four uprights, 
each. about ten feet high ; they ftood 
rather méfe than g feet afunder length- 
wile, and under fix in breadth. Soon 
after, by ropes faftened near the top 
of the uprights, was fufpended aroof 
of rafters ; and on it again, heaped 
as many billets as i would bear. 
Beneath arofe a pile of more fubftan- 
tial timbers, to the height of about 
four feet, which was covered over 
with dry {traw and bufhes of a fra. 
grant and facred fhrub, called toot/ee :. 
the fides and one end being then fiiJ~, 
ed up with the fame materials, the 
other extremity was left open as an 
entrance. he melancholy bower 
completed, the lady got up and walk- 
ed forward unfupported amidit her 
friends : ihe approached the door-.

‘The widow arofe, and walked 
three times flowly round the pile;

ftantly ufed in fuch cafes, on which 
two feet were rudely ftretched, the 
received and returned the endearmenis 
of her companions with great fereni- 
ty.

Iam not partial to the 
original emigrants, yet much may he 
faid for the bifhop of Arras. He 
was purfued by ingratitude, and mark- 
ed for perfecution. The Robetpierres 
were young men whom he had taken 
from a mean ftate, had educated, and 
patronized, ‘Vherevolution gave them 
an opportunity af difplaying their ta~ 
lents, and their talents procured them 
popularity. hey became enemies to 
the clergy, becgaufe their patron was 
a bithop ; and endeavoured to render 
their benefactor odious, becaufe the 
world could not forget, nor they for- 
give, how much they were indebted to 
him. Vice is not often paffive ; nor 
1s there often‘a medium between gra~ 
titude for benefits, and hatred to the 
author ofthem. A little mind is hurt 
by the remembrance of obhigation— 
begins by forgetting, and not uncom- 
monly ends by periecuting.”* 

Of the domettic diftreffes perpetu- 
ally excited by civil fufpicion and ani- 
mofity, the following is a very dif- 
treffing and interefting picture, termi- 
nating nappily, however, in its per- 
{pectiye : 

‘¢ ‘The laft days of our ftay at Ar- 
ras were embittered by the diftrefs of 
our neighbour and acquaintance ma- 
dame de B .

On 
their arrival at Orleans, their gaoler 
had miflaid the key that unlocked thei 
fetters, and not finding it immediately, 
the young men produced one which 
aniwered the purpofe, and releated 
themfelves. ‘The gaoler looked at 
them with furprife, and afked why, 
with fuch a means in their povgr, 
they had not efcaped in the night, or 
onthe road. ‘hey replied, becaufe 
they were not culpable, and had no 
reafon for avoiding a trial that would 
manifeft their innocence. ‘Their he- 
roiim was fatal. “They were brought, 
by a decree of the convention, from 
Orleans to Veriailles (on their way to 
Paris), where they were met by the 
anob, and mafiacred. 

‘¢’their unfortunate mother ts yet 
ignorant oftheir fate; but we left her 
in a ftate little preferable to that which 
will be the effect of certainty. She 
faw the decree for tranfporting the 
prifoners from Orleans, and ali ac- 
counts of the refult have been care- 
fully concealed from her; yet her 
anxious and. enquiting looks at all 
avho approach her, indicate but too 
avell her fufpicion of the truth.— 
Monfieur de B.’s fituation is indefcri- 
bably painful. Informed of the death 
of his tons, he is yet obliged to con- 
ceal his fufferings, and wear an ap- 
pearance of tranquillity in the prefence 
of his. wife. Sometimes he efcapes, 
when unable to contain his emotions 
any longer, and remains at M. de 
———’s til he recovers himfelf. He 
takes no notice of the fubject of his 
erief, and we refpect it too much to 
attempt to confole him.

The poor man for feveraldaysrefufed, 
telling her, that he did not confider 
himielf as.a prieft, nor withed to be 
known as fuch, nor to infringe the 
law that excluded him. The-woman, 
however, ftill continued to perfecute 
him, alleging that her confcience was 
diftreffed, and that her peace depended 
on her bemg able to confefs im the 
right way... At length he fuffered him- 
felf to. be. prevailed upon ;. the woman 
received an. hundred livres for inform- 
ing again{t him, and, perhaps, the 
pricit will be condemned to.the guile 
fotine.’’ 

We find, in a fubfequent note, that 
this unfortunate non-juror aétuall 
fuffered afterwards on the feaffold. 

The following letter will. furnith 
the reader, with a compétent idea 
of a domiciliary vilit ; and, as we 
hope, will fet him on ‘his guard 
agaimit {uch as would introduce that 
novel {pecies of admini{tration into 
our ifland; after the example of thofe 
whom they delight to honowr.and ex- 
tol.

In confequence of the news of lord 
Hood’s king poffefiion, of Foulon, ' 
which the government affected to dif- 
credit for fome days, but .which was 
foon afcertained, the convention, in 
a paroxiim of rage at once cowardly 
and unprincipled, decreed, that ail the 
Kngliih, not refident in France before 
1759 shouid be imprifoned as hoftag- 
es, and be anfwerable for the conduét 
of their countrymen, and of the Tous 
lonefe, with their lives. ‘This decree 
was foon after put into execution, and 
our fair cotrefpondent was involved 
in the common calamity. Having 
been fo particular in our quotation 
from the account of the. domiciliary 
vifit, and aéts of oppreffion and bru- 
tality exhibit themielves generally ip 
the fame uniformity of appearance, 
we fhall pafs over the circurmftances 
of this arreftation. But the follows 
ing account of a female fellow-pri- 
foner we will infert, both on account 
of its brevity and the commiferation 
it muft excite : |

Being under five-and- 
twenty, the laft requifition obliged 
him to depart forthe army, and leave 
her to au on the bufinefs alone.—

precautions, and their little com- 
merce, which was in haberdafhery, 
as well as fome work fhe had in 
hand, is abandoned to the merc 
the people who arreftedher.

The, maith of Maghradroil- js 
bounded on the north by the parifhes 
of Annahilt, Drumbo, and Saiatfield, 
On the eaft, by the parifhes of Kul- 
more and Loughinifland; and_on the 
fouth and weft, by. the parilh of 
Maghrahamlet, or Dromara, It con- 
tains about fourteen thoufand acres; 
§i2 proteftant, and 251 catholic fa- 
milies, which at feven cach, amount 
in the whole to 6041 inhabitants. 
Ballynahinch is the only town of any » 
note in this parifh, and ftands near 
the centre of it on a river of the fame 
name. It lies in the muidft of the 
great roads leading from Newry, Do- 
naghadee, Beltaft, Lifburn, Moiray 
Hillfborough, and Dromore; te 
Downpatrick, Killeleagh, Saintfeld, 
Seaford, Rathfryland, Caftlewellan, 
Clough, and from thence to the eai- 
tern coafts of the country... This 
town was founded by. the Richt Ho- 
nourable Sir George Rawdon, Bart. 
in the reign of Charles II. “ And 
whereas (as the patent recites) the 
faid Sir George Rawdon, has pur- 
chafed divers towns ‘and lands in the 
territory of Kinalearty, within the 
faid county of Down, ‘and for that 
fome of thofe lands were mountain- 
ous, and. others much encumbered 
with rocks, underwoods, and bogs, 
whereby the Irith. in rebellion, and 
thieves and tories, did in former times 
frequently harbour there ; and that of 
late thofe lands by his care and cofk, 
were become well inhabited, he haye 
ing built two. mills there, put, the 
parifh church in repair, erected a 
confiderable town, and in the middle 
thereot, had fet out a large market- 
place, which was paved and made ft 
fur markets and fairs to be, kept there ; 
and which new-built town was fitu- 
atic 
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ate in the very centre of the county: 
The King therefore created the pre- 
mifes into the manor of Kinalearty ; 
with a domain of 1000 acres, to 
kéep courts, &c. hold.a Thurfday 
market and two fairs .at the town of 
Ballynahinch, on February the 1 
and June the 2gth to contmue three 
days each, and many other privi- 
leges."” : 

As the faid Sir George Rawdon 
had the ftrongeft _difpotition to be as 
ufeful as poffible to his country, fo he 
had an ample fortune, which enabled 
him to fhew ‘it; whereby he gained 
the greateft refpect and efteem. He 
died at Lifburn, in Auguft, 1684, in 
the 8oth 
buried there with great magnificence. 
Wothin thefe tew vears, there have 
been about twenty elegant new houfes 
built in the ditterent ftreets of this 
town; many of them three {tories 
high. Mr. Jofeph Clokey, Merchant, 
has built a very clegant houfe laft fum- 
mer in the centre of the town, five 
ftories high, The country people 
call it Clokey Tower.

An hon. bert. (Sir H. Langrithe) replied to him 
on this cccafion ashe ufually did, not by anfwer- 
ing the fpeech which he had delivered, but one 
which he would hawe delivered—or rather one he 
had fpoken ona former night.

Highlander and his wife, travelling from the 
North to affit at the harveft, were met on the 
road by fome of the cavalry, who had by this 
time received orders to fcour the couniry: the 
poor man was inftently cut down by their fabres, 
and his wife, in attempting to fupport her dying 
hubband, got, with an inhuman ftroke, one of 
her arms cut off——The man is fince dead. One 
refolute fellow, who. flew for fhelter to his houfe- 
top, continned to affuil his opponents with ftones, 
and, after an arm was fhot away, perfifted in de- 
fending himfelf with the other, declaring that he 
was determined to die in the cavée of Liberty=—— 
until, fier having withftood a leaft fifteen thote, 
eneottwo of which took effect, he was brought 
down; and when in the act of falling, one of the 
humane defenders of their country, at -e ttroke, 
fevered his head from his body, Several of the 
Epcople, after they were killed, were plundered of 
what property they had at the time. I thall make 
furthet inquiry to-morrow. The Cinque Port 
cavalry, commanded by lord Hawkelbury, had a 
principal fhare in the bufinefs. 


At account of the late gallant but unfucce/sful 
attack upon the Town of Santa €rvux, in the 
Wland of Teneriffe, extra&lied from a Journal 
kept on board Admiral Neljon’s ship.

At 
naif paft one, @ m.°we got within half gunshot 
tthe Mole Head without being difcovered, 
when the alarm bells rang, and thirty or forty 
Meces Of cannon, with mufketry from one end of 
OWA tO the other opened upon us. The 
‘ght being exceffively dark, it was only the Ad- 
Wat, Captains ‘I hompfon, Frecynaatic ane Bow- 
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en, with four or five boats in the whole, whe 
found the Mole, which was inftantly ftormed and. 
carried, although defended by four or five hun- 
dred mem, andthe guns, fix 24 pounders, were 
fpiked ; but futh a heavy fire of mufMetry and 
grape fhot was kept up from the citadel and houfes 
at the head of .he Mole, that we could not ad- 
vance, and nearly all were kilied ot wounded, 
Ciptains Troubridge, Hood, Miller, and Wale 
ler, landed ‘with part ef the boats juft to the 
fouthward of the citadel, pafling through 2 rage 
ing furf, which ftove all the boats, and wetted 
ail the ammunition. Notwith(tanding all’ thefe 
difficulties, they pufhed over the enemies” linge 
wall and batteries, and formed in the great 
fquare of the town about eighty marines, eighty 
pike-men, and 180 fmall-armed feamen, where 
they took pofieffion of a convent, from which 
they marched againft the citadel, but found it 
far beyond all their power to take. “At day- 
light; trom prifoners taken, Captain Troubridge 
fuund there were eight thoufand Spaniards in aria, 
and one hundred French, with five field pieces, 
aifermbied at the entrance of the town ; and fee-

Geohagan, efq. of Caftletown, in the county of 


Weftmeath, where he was born April 20, 1718. 
Having received the rudiments of his education 
here, he was fent.to the College du Pleffis at 
Paris, from whence he returned, and became for 
a fhort time a merchant of this city; but fuc- 
ceeding, by the death of his elder brother, to 
his paternal eftate, he relinquifhed bufinefs, 
Some time about the year 1746 he married Anto- 
nina Cofbet, «daughter of Dr C. of Shropthire, 
and grand-daughter, by the mother’s fide, of Sir 
Anthony Archer, of Bourn-place, near Canter- 
bury; by whom he had one fon, who died in 
1792, aud one daughter, who was married, firit, 
to Thomas Northey, efq. and 2dly, to baron 
de Montefquieu, grandfon. to the celebrated au- 
thor of «* The Spirit of Laws,’ and who fur- 
vives him, Soon after his marriage, he feitied 
in Eaft Kent, where, about 1768, he built the 
handfome fear, adjoining tq Barham-down, calied 
Higham-pluce, in which he retided for fome 
time. This houfe he afterwards fold to James 
Hallett, efq. end, removing to London, reficed 
there till his death. The vivacity of his cha- 
raéter, and his power of pleafing in converfation, 
introduced him to the acquaintance of the molt 
celebrated wits both of Ireland and of England. 
His humour was pointed and original. Raillery 
and ridicule were bis peculiar forte. By a word, 
agefture, or a look, he rendered whatever he 
chofe ridiculous. Too volanle for patient re- 
fearch, he had not penetrated far into the depths 
of fcience; but his reading, though defultory, 
‘was various and extenfive ; and a retentive memv- 
ry enabled him at all times to produceit. He 
was well verfed in the Latin and Englith poets, 
whofe works he readily quoted, and happily ap- 
plied ; and he had made himfelf well acquainted 
with che ftate of parties at the moft intereiting 
periods of Britifh hiftory. His converfation was 
as regular as his reading, and his tranfitions from 
one topick to another were fo frequent and fo fud- 
den as fometimes to bewilder his hearers; but-the 
ftrokes of pleafantry which he inceflantly intre- 
duced made ample amends for want of connexion. 
The fubjeét on which he was moft-inclined -to 
dwell was dramatic excellence, of which he was a 
conftant fpeétator, and a competent judge. He 
was one of the few who retained any admiration of 
the old fchool of a€ting, which he confidered as 
“hhaving been depreciated far beiow its real Gand- 
ard. To this partiality his intimacy with Quin 
might pethaps in fome degree conuribuce. He 
abounded im anecdotes, and he had the happiett 
moJde of communicating them; for, he never di- 
greffed, but came at once to the point. He had 
much ‘kill in difésiminating charaéters, and drew 
able iketches of feveral of his contemporaries. 
He wes fond of the acquaintance of public men, 
end had a particular partiality to rank 3 a foible 
which he was ftudious to conceal. In his inter- 
<ourfe with fociety he was rather puntt:! ous 3 and 
an omiffion of cuftomary ferms would offend 
him as much as a ferious injury: but he was not 
more mortified by negle@ than he was fufceptibie 
of attention 5 and a imall token of civility would

exiting language. Haviog outlived all his fam, 
ly and moft of his acquaintance, he {pent his la. 
ter days almoft. in retirement; buc his name js 
wellknown in the literary world. His Porty. 
guefe Dictionary is the beft that has been pub 
lifhed of that language. He was born at Efe. 
mor, in Portugal, 17415 aod, though certainlj 
deferving of a better lot, met with various cals 
mities during his whole life. His father had ben
